HAS THE “DEPRESSION* 
CAUSED INCREASED 
INSANITY? 


Profs. P. O. Komora and M. A.- 
Clark sent a questionnaire in 1935 
to the hospital superintendents 
treating insanity and mental 
troubles in the United States. They 
reported the results in ‘Mental 
Hygiene’ as follows: That ‘‘the 
economic crisis had not been re- 
sponsible for a marked increase in 
mental diseases requiring hospital- 
ization.” They did find that most of 
the state hospitals had some in- 
crease in admissions and readmis- 
sions during 1929-1932 for which 
the ‘depression’? evidently had a 
precipitating influence—but the de» 
pression did not cause them. The 
National Committee of Mental Hy- 
giene also found that ‘‘increases of 
this nature were not significant 
enough to assert that the depres- 
{ sion has been a dominant influence 
in admissions to the hospitals.” 
Federal census figures show the 
same thing.

to Be had. In making a selection, 
it must be borne in mind that the 
walls should be waterproof, easily 
‘cleanabie;-not affected-by-ateam 
and proof against scratching. 

The. walls above the tile wainseot 
aiid the cetling should have a finish 
that will not be affected by steam. 
For this, the modern quick drying- 
enamels are excellent. 

For the floor, the choice is be 
tween tile, and linoleum, rubber or 
similar material. Linoleum is very 
usual. because of its warmth and 
softness. 

A sunshiny bathroom can well be 
finished in one of the cool colors— 
green or blue. For a_ north 
bathroom, the color should be 
warmier—rose, or a warm yellow, 
for example.
